Since 1964, at the height of the 
Dalek crazy in Britain, Target 
Books, the paperback division of 
W.H. Allen 8 Co., has published a 
series of novelizations of Doctor 
Who stories. The first was Doctor 
Who and the Daleks, based on the 
very first Dalek story, and was in- 
tended to be a one-shot, capitalizing 
on Great Britain's hunger for any-

Target didn't get around to this 
landmark tale until 1981, as a 
forerunner of the 20th anniversary 
hoopla. The plot, in short, involves 
teachers lan Chesterton and 
Barbara Wright, who seek to dis- 
cover the answers to a mystery 
surrounding one of their pupils, 
Susan Foreman. In short order, 
they discover that Susan and her 
grandfather, the Doctor, are not 
human ... and live in a strange 
device called the TARDIS, which 
can travel through Time and 
Space. They are whisked off to 
the Neolithic era, where, after 


thing about Daleks. The book 
proved to be popular, and a series 
soon followed. However, it would 
not be until the 19805, during the 
celebration of the series’ 20th an- 
niversary that many of the earliest 


adventures appeared in book 
form. Starting with this issue, the 
Bookshelf begins to review the 
Doctor Who novels, beginning 
with the printed version of the very 
first adventure.

several harrowing escapes, they 
give the secret of fire to a group of 
cavemen. 

To novelize this very important 
story, the publisher chose Terrance 
Dicks, former script editor for the 
show, and most prolific of the Who 
novelists. Dicks faced a formidable 
task: the first adventure is rather 
slow-moving, designed more to 
acquaint viewers with the concept 
and the characters than to tell a 
particularly effective story. The re- 
sult is rather good however; Dicks 
has an excellent feel for the 
themes of Doctor Who, and an 
ability to write for several different 
readers at once: the youngster, 
who merely wants a chance to 


read about his favorite TV hero; 
the SF reader, who wants an inter- 
esting plot; and the Who fan, who 
requires an accurate record of 
that original broadcast. Dicks 
accomplishes all three, including 
а necessity to fill in background for 
the younger types. 

Describing the scene at the 
very beginning of the first episode, 
as a policeman investigates the 
junkyard on Totters Lane, Dicks 
writes: 

He turned the torch beam on å 
square blue shape in the far 
corner and saw with some аз- 
tonishment the familiar shape of a 
police box. At that time police 
boxes were a common enough 


sight on the streets of London. In- 
Side was a special telephone that 
police, or even members of the 
public, could use to summon help 
in an emergency. 


An odd thing to find in a junk 
yard, thought the policeman... 
A child in England, let alone the 
U.S., іп 1981, would have very lit- 
tle idea of what a police box is, 


since they were phased out during 
the mid and late 19608. 

All in all, this is a very enjoyable 
read. 


DOCTOR WHO AND THE DALEKS 


by David Whitaker 
Adapted from "The Daleks” by 
Terry Nation 

This is the one that started it all: 
the story that made Doctor Who a 
hit for 22 years, and the novel that 
began the Target series. 

Technically, the events of this 
novel should immediately follow 
those of An Unearthly Child. How- 
ever, since it was written nearly 20 
years earlier, Whitaker (then the 
script editor for DW) has created a 
very different meeting for Barbara, 
lan, Susan and the Doctor. If you 
want a real feel for the original 
story, start reading from Chapter 
3, “The Dead Planet." The book is 
written in the first person, from 
lan's point of view, the only Who 


novel so handled. It presents the 
first encounter with the Time 
Lord's implacable, mechanical 
foes in a straight forward, adult 
style. Although children have al- 
ways been the biggest fans of the 
series in Britain, Whitaker makes 
no attempt to “write down;" this is 
a novel an adult can read with 
pleasure. 

Here is the first published des- 
cription of a Dalek: 

One of the machines came 
quite near to us and then stoped 
about four feet away. | started to 
examine the three rods it had, 
battling to control the fast way | 
was breathing and every impulse 
I had to panic and run. The three 
rods were each entirely different. 


The first, and shortest, was at- 
tached to the top, the domed part, 
and seemed to be a sort of eye 
- The other two were in the 
Position of arms, being roughly in 
the center of the ‘body,’ at each 
side of it. The left hand was a 
stubby barrel affair, little more 
than a stick with a hole running 
through it. The other, the longest 
of the three, was a black rod with 
a suction pad at the end of it... 
The book, like most of the early 
novelizations, is illustrated with 
some fine line-drawings by Ar- 
nold Schwartzmann, which seem 
to be based on production stills 
from the broadcast episodes. 


DOCTOR WHO AND THE KEYS OFMARINUS 


by Philip Hinchcliffe 
Adapted from “The Keys of 
Marinus" by Terry Nation 

Another of the very early, Hart- 
nel-era, stories, this adventure 
finds the Doctor, Susan, lan and 
Barbara on the planet Marinus, 
where they are sent by the inhabit- 
ants on a quest for the keys to the 
Conscience of Marinus, five 
microchips which control a 
machine that guarantees har- 
mony for the world. 

The author of this novel, Philip 
Hinchcliffe, is a former producer 
of the series (he worked on the 
first three seasons with Tom

Baker). As such, he shows a sur- 
prisingly apt feel for the charac- 
ters of the early days, as evidencd 
by this sequence near the begin- 
ning of the story: 

'What d'you make of these, 
Chesterton?' He held up a handful 
of small pebbles. 'Fascinating, 
агеп'ї they?" 

lan took one and examined it 
carefully. ‘It's glass, isn't Й?" 

‘Yes, yes.' The Doctor nodded 
excitedly. ‘The odd thing is, it 
seems to run right under the sea, 
unless my eyes deceive me." 

‘We'll have to be careful,’ said 
lan. ‘It looks sharp enough to cut 


through our shoes." 

‘Glass instead of sand. Intrigu- 
ing, Chesterton.’ The Doctor 
tapped the young schoolteacher 
on the leg with his walking stick. 

Even never having seen the 
broadcast version, it is not difficult 
to see and hear Willlam Hartnell 
and William Russell speaking 
those lines. 

While “The Keys of Marinus” is 
not one of the great Doctor Who 
stories, this novel effectively cap- 
tures the spirit of the show's early 
days. 


THE AZTECS 


by John Lucarofli 
based on his own teleplay 


This is one of the most recent 
additions to the Target line of Who 
novels and, like many of the '80s 
adaptations, it was novelized by 
the original author. This new prac- 
tice can be both a blessing anda 
curse: though the screen writer 
certainiy has a clearer image of 
what he wants to accomplish, he 
is frequently not as strong in prose 
style as another writer might be. 

Fortunately, in this case, the re- 
sults are excellent. Lucarotti ob- 
viously remembers his original 
script, and the actors who ap- 
peared in it, and relishes the 
chance to retell it in a new form. 
Briefly, in this purely historical tale, 
the Doctor, Susan, lan and 
Barbara materialize in pre-Colum- 
bian Mexico, at the height of the 
Aztec Empire. Barbara is mis- 
taken for the reincarnation of a 
dead high priest, and revered аз a 
god. Foolishiy, she attempts to 
halt the practice of ritual human 
sacrifice — and then the compli- 
cations begin. 

Like many an early story in the 
series, the adventure has its 
share of pointless running around, 
and the time travelers' escape is 
made more complicated than nec- 
essary. But it is fun to see a tale 
told without any science-fiction 
content other than time travel, and 
Lucarotti clearly enjoys his char- 
acters. Note the fun he has in des- 
cribing the Doctor's flirtation with 
an Aztec woman: 

++. She gave him a beautiful 
jade brooch with an eagle and, 
separately, а coiled snake carved 
on it. 

He was taken aback. ‘Dear 
lady, | cannot possibly accept 
such a...' he began but 
stopped when Cameca said the 
gift signified her love for him. 
The Doctor swallowed. '! shall 
treasure it always." 

‘lam pleased, though itis yours 
by right." 

The Doctor was puzzled. ‘Why 
do you say that?’ he asked. 

‘It came from Yetaxa's tomb.’ 

...the Doctor turned the 
brooch over in his hands. ‘It is 
quite magnificent.’
